Doug  Bush,  associate  director  of  the  library  in 
charge  of  public  services,  said  Leona  Rostenberg  and 
Madeleine  B.  Stem,  dealers  in  rare  books,  will  ad¬ 
dress  a  colloquium  about  the  Aldine  Press  today  at

Other  dedication  activities  today  will  include 
library  tours  and  an  exhibit  of  BYU’s  collection  of 
Aldine  Press  books. 

Tours  of  the  library,  which  are  scheduled  to  begin 
every  half  hour  in  the  north  end  lobby  of  the  third 
floor  in  the  Wilkinson  Center,  will  begin  at  noon  and 
run  until  2  p.m.,  then  continue  from  4  to  6  p.m. 

The  collection  of  the  Aldine  Press  at  BYU  will  be 
exhibited  at  4  p.m.  in  4040  HBLL.  Thursday  library 
activities  will  end  with  a  women’s  archive  symposium 
entitled,  “Out  of  the  Archives  and  Into  the 
Spotlight.”  Sessions  will  feature  stories  from  the  lives 
of  notable  women  of  the  past  and  will  be  held  from  10 
a.m.  to  4  p.m.  in  347-349  ELWC. 

Miss  Rostenberg  founded  the  firm  of  Leona  Rosten¬ 
berg  Rare  Books  in  1944,  and  in  1945  Miss  Stem  joined 
the  firm  as  a  partner.  According  to  Bush,  both  have 
lectured  at  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the 
U.S. 

Miss  Rostenberg  is  past  president  of  the  Anti¬ 
quarian  Booksellers  Association  of  America.

She  is  co-founder  of  Antiquarian 
Bookseller  Center  in  Rockefeller  Center.  He  has  writ¬ 
ten  books  primarily  on  19th  century  Americana  in¬ 
cluding,  “Louisa  May  Alcott,”  “Purple  Passage:  The 
Life  of  Mrs.  Frank  Leslie,”  and  “The  Victoria 
Woodhull  Reader.” 

The  Aldine  Press  Colloqium  is  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library,  and  Bush  says  the  organiza¬ 
tion  has  committed  itself  to  the  purchase  of  a  full  ran 
of  Aldine  books. 

The  4  p.m.  exhibit  of  the  Aldine  Press  will  feature  a 
collection  of  books  which  Bush  said,  “reflects  the  un¬ 
iversal  interests  of  the  high  Renaissance.”

“The  Aldine  books  now  in  the  library  are  of  equal  or 
greater  significance  to  the  20th  century  scholarly 
world  than  to  the  contemporary  world  of  learning  in 
which  they  were  created  and  disseminated,”  he  ad¬ 
ded. 

Tuesday’s  dedicatory  events  included  library  tours, 
a  memorial  program  honoring  Alice  Louise  Reynolds, 
and  a  colloquium  on  “Libraries  and  the  Usefulness  of 
Knowledge.” 

Miss  Reynolds,  who  taught  English  at  BYU  from 
1911  to  1938,  did  much  to  acquire  important  books  for 
the  library,  according  to  Bush,  and  has  been  honored 
with  a  room  in  her  name,  6225  HBLL.

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Library  source  of  knowledge, 
light,  says  President  Romney

The  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  was  es¬ 
tablished  and  dedicated  as  an  institu¬ 
tion  in  which  students  can  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  the  laws  of  man  in  light  of 
the  laws  of  God,  according  to  President 
Marion  G.  Romney. 

President  Romney  told  Tuesday’s 
audience  at  the  library  dedication  held 
in  the  Marriott  Center  of  the  Lord’s  ad¬ 
monition  that  “it  is  impossible  for  a 
man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance”. 

He  offered  the  dedicatory  prayer  for  the 
enlarged  Harold  B.  Lee  Library,  asking 
the  Lord  to  help  His  children  to  always 
judge  the  teachings  of  men  by  the 
truths  of  God. 

President  Romney,  quoting  from  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  told  students 
to  make  maximum  use  of  the  library  as 
they  follow  the  Lord’s  direction  to 
“study  and  learn,  and  become  acquain¬ 
ted  with  all  good  books,  and  with 
languages,  tongues,  and  people”. 

In  discussing  the  importance  of  hav¬ 
ing  a  quality  library,  President  Romney 
said, “It  preserves  and  makes  available 
the  results  of  previous  human  seeking. 
It  makes  possible  a  fruitful  continua¬ 
tion  of  that  search.”  He  also  quoted  the 
Lord’s  statement  that  “the  glory  of  God 
is  intelligence”  and  that  “whatever 
principle  of  intelligence  we  attain  unto 
in  this  life,  it  will  rise  with  us  in  the 


resurrection.” 

He  noted  the  importance  of 
knowledge  in  many  areas,  but  warned 
that  all  knowledge  and  learning 
available  in  the  library  is  not  of  equal 
value. 

President  Romney  pointed  out  two 
types  of  information  the  library  con¬ 
tains:  that  which  contributes  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  that  which 
the  Lord  says  contains  “the  spirit  of 
that  wicked  one  who  was  a  liar  from  the 
beginning.”  He  said  our  challenge  is  to 
always  be  able  to  distinguish  between 
the  two. 

God  was  once  as  we  are,  but  now  is  an 
exalted  man  in  heaven,  President  Rom¬ 
ney  said.  He  quoted  from  “Teachings  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,”  “If  you 
were  to  see  him  today,  you  would  see 
him  like  a  man  in  form  like  yourselves 
in  all  the  person,  image,  and  very  form 
as  a  man. 

“The  widespread  ignorance  of  God, 
and  man’s  relationship  to  Him  has 
prepared  the  seedbag  which  has 
sprouted  the  troubles  that  today  vex 
men  and  nations,”  President  Romney 
said.  “And,”  he  added,  “one  of  the  sad-  „ 

dest  things  about  it  all  is  the  fact  that  ordered 
such  ignorance  has  been  and  now  is, 
willful  and  man-made.”  He  said  that 
the  guidance  of  Satan  has  been  volun¬ 
tarily  accepted  by  men. 

“Rejection  of  God  puts  men  under 


the  influence  of  Satan,”  President 
Romney  explained,  “and  under  his  in¬ 
fluence  they  soon  lose  a  knowledge  of 
God  and  become  carnal,  sensual  and 
devilish.” 

Proof  of  the  doctrine  that  men  have  a 
pre-earth  existence  is  found  in  the  third 
chapter  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  ac¬ 
cording  to  President  Romney.  He  said 
that  scripture  would  not  talk  of  man’s 
returning  to  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
unless  he  had  been  there  before.  “Our 


“Mortality,”  said  President  Romney, 
“is  the  situation  in  which  men  were  to 
be  and  are  now  being  proved  to  see  if 
thev  are  worthy  to  return  to  the  Father 
and  inherit  the  glory  in  which  He 
dwells.” 

“The  promise,”  he  said,  “is  that 
those  who  keep  their  second  setate  will 
have  glory  added  upon  their  heads 
forever.”

Inventory  says  Hughes’  estate 
worth  much  less  than  estimated 


LAS  VEGAS,  Nev.  (AP)-The  estate 
of  the  late  Howard  Hughes  is  worth 
about  $168  million,  a  mere  fraction  of 
the  $2.5  billion  generally  estimated  in 
published  reports,  according  to  an  in¬ 
ventory  filed  today  in  Clark  County 
District  Court. 

Las  Vegas  attorney  William  Morse, 
who  represents  the  special  ad¬ 
ministrators  for  the  estate,  said  the  in¬ 
ventory  sets  forth  a  detailed  listing  of 
Hughes’  properties,  but  does  not  pur¬ 
port  to  list  any  debts  or  liabilities. 

When  the  liabilities  are  figured  in, 
the  estate  will  be  worth  even  less  than 


the  $168,834,615  reported,  Morse  said. 
Attorneys  who  have  been  involved  in 
the  litigation  surrounding  the  estate 
have  estimated  that  their  fees  already 
run  into  several  millions  of  dollars. 

Asked  where  the  $2.5  billion  figure 
came  from,  Morse  attributed  it  to 
speculation  in  the  news  media. 

Morse  said  he  believes  the  inventory 
represents  the  entire  Hughes  estate,  in¬ 
cluding  cash,  various  receivables,  in¬ 
terests  in  real  estate,  stocks,  and 
various  miscellaneous  properties  as 
they  existed  on  the  date  of  Hughes’ 
death  last  April  5  and  other  business 
interests.

He  said  he  is  handicapped  because, 
as  a  write-in  candidate  he  could  not 
participate  in  the  Election  Rally  Friday 
or  the  presidential  debate  Tuesday. 

Warner  said  the  promises  on  his  plat¬ 
form  are  “acheivable  and  realistic.”  He 
added  that  the  platform  is  designed  to 
“see  people  improve  rather  than  stu¬ 
dent  body  officers.” 

Warner’s  goal,  as  stated  in  his  plat¬ 
form  flyer,  is  to  “fully  use  the  existing 
system  (our  facilities  and  stafp  to 
enhance  BYU’s  image  and  reputation  of 
excellence  to  the  world.” 

Warner  and  Peterson  also  stated  they 
will  work  to  increase  student  and 
faculty  awareness  of  the  general  educa¬ 
tion  program  and  improve  student  par¬ 
ticipation  on  university  committees. 

Warner  said  many  committees  never 
meet  because  the  student  represent 
tative  is  not  interested  or  does  not  care 
about  his  role  as  committee  member. 
He  added  he  will  appoint  students  who 


will  serve  properly, 

He  proposes  to  encourage  service  and 
enthusiasm  toward  student  government 
by  developing  effective  leadership  skills 
in  the  students.  He  said  one  possible 
way  to  develop  such  skills  is  to  arrange 
for  class  credit  for  students  who  serve 
on  committees  and  in  other  student 
leadership  positions. 

Warner  also  proposes  to  publish  a 
“state  of  the  campus”  newsletter 
monthly  and  to  hold  open  forums  where 
students  can  “gripe  and  voice  their  con¬ 
cerns.” 

He  said  the  forums  will  be  “fun 
enough  and  big  enough”  to  interest  stu¬ 
dents. 

Establishing  a  “sounding  board  in¬ 
dependent  from  student  council”  is 
another  of  Warner’s  proposals.  He  said 
the  board  will  act  to  keep  the  president 
informed  and  make  meaningful  sugges¬ 
tions  on  student  issues. 

Such  a  board  has  proved  very  suc¬ 
cessful  at  other  universities,  Warner  stands.”

Erekson  said  he  decided  to  run  after 
watching  all  the  candidates  campaign¬ 
ing  on  the  West  Patio  last  week.  He  said

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Drought 
aid  for  western  states  will  be  coor¬ 
dinated  through  the  Western  States 
Water  Resources  Council,  a  Salt  Lake 
City-based  group,  a  White  House  aide 


City  office  would  be  for  communication 
purposes  only,  not  for  making  policy. 

Drought  relief  coordinators  in  the 
Carter  Administratin  have  said  the 
emphasis  in  drought  programs  will  be 
on  conservation.  The  President  has  or¬ 
dered  federal  agencies,  including  the 
military,  to  abide  by  strict  water  ration¬ 
ing  in  drought  areas. 

The  federal  government  is  trying  to 
determine  which  western  communities

brought  in,  the 
spokesman  said. 

The  Federal  Energy 
Administration  will 
watch  hydro ‘electric 
generation  in  drought 
areas  and  be  prepared  to 
offer  alternative  energy 
sources  if  necessary.

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U.S.  to  consider  proposal 
to  give  Zaire  military  aid 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Carter 
administration  is  considering  a  request  to 
supply  emergency  military  aid  to  Zaire, 
struggling  to  repel  what  it  calls  an  invasion 
of  mercenaries  from  Angola. 


State  Department  spokesman  Frederick  Z. 
Brown  confirmed  on  Monday  that  the 
African  nation  submitted  the  request  “very 
recently,”  apparently  the  first  such  plea  the 
Carter  administration  has  received. 


The  Zaire  government  is  struggling  against 
invaders  in  its  copper  rich  southern  province, 
formerly  known  as  Katanga. 

Brown  gave  no  hint  of  what  assistance,  if 
any,  Carter  was  considering  for  Zaire,  which 
sided  with  the  United  States  during  the 
Angolan  war  that  ended  in  1976. 

It  appeared  the  decision  on  the  Zaire 
request  might  be  weighed  by  the 
administration  in  relation  to  its  potential 
effects  on  U.S.  relations  with  Cuba.  The 


Carter  administration  has  been  seeking  to 
improve  relations  with  Cuba. 

Efforts  to  improve  U.S.-Cuban  relations 
stalled  last  year  when  Cuba  sent  thousands 
of  troops  to  Angola  during  the  civil  war 
there. 

Btown  said  the  government  of  Mobutu 
Sese  Seko  is  looking  “for  assistance  in  the 
form  of  material.”  Sources  said  the  African 
nation  is  including  on  its  list  spare  parts  for 
C-130  air  transports  and  helicopters  already 
provided  by  the  United  States. 

“I  am  not  in  any  position  to  give  you  any 
kind  of  details  on  the  request”  made  by 
Zaire,  Brown  told  reporters  on  Monday. 

The  Carter  administration  is  budgeting 
$32.5  million  in  military  security  assistance 
for  the  next  fiscal  year  for  Zaire.  Previously 
the  Belgian  colony  of  the  Congo,  the  nation 
achieved  independence  in  1960  as  the  third 
largest  country  in  Africa. 

In  the  last  few  years,  Zaire  has  benefited 
from  rapidly  rising  amounts  of  U.S.  military

A  special  program  presented  by  the  Utah 
Symphony  tonight  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Salt  Lake  Taber¬ 
nacle  will  feature  the  orchestra’s  85  players  as  part  of 
the  audience  rather  than  performers.

The  CPC  Salary  Survey,  now  in  its 
17th  year,  is  based  on  job  offers,  not  ac¬ 
ceptances,  made  to  college  students  in 
selected  curricula  and  graduate 
programs  during  the  normal  recruiting 
period,  September  to  June.

The  Army  ROTC -Red  Cross  spon¬ 
sored  blood  drive  will  continue  through 
Thursday  in  the  ELWC  balcony  follow¬ 
ing  a  turnout  of  about  300  donors  Mon¬ 
day  and  Tuesday. 

According  to  Mrs.  Cora  Crossley, 
head  nurse  for  the  Red  Cross  at  the 
drive,  the  goal  is  600  pints  before  the 
end  of  the  drive  Thursday.

“A  lot  of  people  don’t  think  seriously 
about  donating,  possibly  because  they 
haven’t  ever  needed  blood,”  she  said. 
She  mentioned  that  fear  of  the  needle’s 
pain  is  also  a  factor,  but  should  not  be. 

Army  ROTC  Cadet  Lt.  Col.  Steve 
Lundgren  said  people  between  the  ages 
of  18-65  can  donate  and  blood  will  be 
accepted  from  10  a.m.  until  4  p.m.  to¬ 
day  and  Thursday.  Donors  will  receive 
a  card  from  the  Red  Cross  indicating 
they  have  donated  and  which  guaran¬ 
tees  blood  during  an  emergency  for 
themselves  or  members  of  their  family, 
he  said. 

Trained  personnel  will  be  on  hand  to 
help  the  student  determine  if  he  should 
donate,  he  said. 

Persons  who  want  to  donate  do  not 
have  to  change  their  eating  habits,  he 
said.  People  can’t  give  blood  if  they 
weigh  less  than  110  pounds  or  have  visi¬ 
ble  signs  of  a  cold  or  other  sickness. 
Parental  consent  is  required  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  17  years  old  to  donate,  he 
added.

Center  gives 
blood  tests 

Students  who  are  plan¬ 
ning  on  getting  married 
in  the  near  future  who  re¬ 
quire  a  blood  test  should 
contact  the  MacDonald 
Health  Center  for  an  ap¬ 
pointment. 

Before  getting  a  blood 
test,  each  student  needs 
to  have  a  physical  ex¬ 
amination  or  have  a  lab 
slip  filled  out- by  a  doctor, 
according  to  Beth  Davis, 
front  desk  receptionist 
for  the  Health  Center. 
Physicals  are  not  given  at 
the  Health  Center,  but 
must  be  done  by  a  local 
or  family  doctor. 

Blood  tests  are  given  in 
731  WIDE  on  weekdays 
from  11  a.m.  to  2  p.m. 
and  from  3  to  5  p.m 
There  is  no  fee  if  the  stu 
dent  has  the  health  plan 
The  cost  is  $1  for  stu¬ 
dents  without  tne  health 
plan.  Results  of  the  blood 
test  take  from  seven  to  10 
days,  Miss  Davis  said. 

Women  who  require  a 
rubella  shot  should  go  to 
the  immunizations 
department  in  the 
Health  Center.  The  shot 
costs  $8 

Everyone  who  is  plann¬ 
ing  on  getting  married  in 
the  state  of  Utah  is  re¬ 
quired  by  law  to  have  a 
physical  examination, 
according  to  Miss  Davis. 


A  history  of  the  Deseret  News  from 
1830  to  1898  is  the  subject  of  a  new  book 
just  released  by  the  BYU  Press. 

“Spokesman  for  the  Kingdom”  by 
Dr.  Monte  Burr  McLaws  actually 
begins  before  the  founding  of  the 
Deseret  News  in  Salt  Lake  City  to 
describe  how  newspapers  played  an  im¬ 
portant  role  as  early  Western  America 
developed,  not  only  reporting  the  news 
but  also  shaping  policy  and  attitude. 

The  author  currently  is  senior  records 
specialist  on  the  American  Indian  with 
the  Genealogical  Society  of  Utah.  He 
received  his  bachelor’s  and  master’s 
degrees  at  Arizona  State  University  in 
American  history  and  his  doctorate  at 
the  University  of  Missouri  in  1971.  His 
dissertation  was  on  “Early  Mormon 
Journalism  and  the  Deseret  News.” 

Dr.  McLaws  was  formerly  a  history 
research  assistant  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  and  an  associate  professor  of 
history  at  Wayne  State  College  in 
Nebraska.  He  has  published  exten¬ 
sively  in  scholarly  journals. 

The  book  notes  that  the  Deseret 
News  was  one  of  the  few  newspapers  to 
survive  the  difficult  times  of  the  19th 
century,  because  in  addition  to  news 
printing,  the  paper  also  communicated 
the  official  will  and  policy  of  the  LDS 
Church. 


‘Spokesman  for  the  Kingdom” 
probes  the  sensitive  relations  between 
newspaper, government,  church  and 
community.  It  details  the  dilemmas 
faced  by  the  church-owned  paper  dur¬ 
ing  difficult  times  of  persecution  and 
the  fight  for  Utah  statehood.  Con¬ 
troversy  surrounded  the  young 
newspaper  in  its  early  years  as  it  defen¬ 
ded  polygomy,  censored  news  reports 
and  fought  for  statehood. 

The  book  begins  with  the  early  Mor¬ 
mon  attempts  at  journalism  in  the 
Midwest  from  1830  to  1840.  When  the 
Mormons  moved  west,  their  self- 
imposed  isolationism  made  obtaining 
newsprint  and  outside  news  serious 
problems. 

Open  confrontation  and  condemna¬ 
tion  occured  on  the  pages  of  the  Deseret 
News  in  battles  with  eastern 
newspapers  and  reporters.  When 
eastern  papers  printed  inaccurate 
stories  about  Utah,  the  Deseret  News 
always  ready  in  defense  of  the  peo- 


relationship 
and  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune.  Front  page 
articles  were  harsh  and  bitter,  and 
name  calling  about  each  other  was  not 
uncommon  for  either  paper. 


Honor  code  violations  decrease 
in  last  three  years,  says  director 


Despite  many  slight  technical  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  honor  code,  the  director  of 
University  Standards  said  the  general 
attitude  of  BYU  students  seems  to  have 
improved  over  the  last  few  years. 

“There  is  no  doubt  that  from  1970  to 
1973  the  code  was  violated  more.  We 
dealt  with  lots  of  excessively  long  dirty 
hair  on  young  men  with  attitudes  to 
match,”  said  Gerald  Dye,  director  of 
University  Standards. 

According  to  Dye,  some  students 
were  quite  rude.  “We  had  students  who 
would  tell  you  where  to  go  and  draw  you 
a  map  as  to  how  to  get  there  in  the  shor¬ 
test  time,”  he  said. 

He  said  he  did  not  think  the  im¬ 
proved  attitude  that  exists  here  now  is 
simply  in  conformity  with  a  general 
reduction  of  rebellious  attitudes  on 
campuses  all  over  the  country.  Dye 
said,  “I  think  students  are  becoming 
more  responsible  and  conscious  of  the 
importance  of  obedience.” 

We  have  a  completely  different  type  of 
situation  now,  he  said.  Violations  are 
made  by  young  men  who  like  to  wear 
their  hair  just  a  bit  longer  than  the 
standard.  It  bothers  them  that  they 
have  to  cut  it,  but  they  do  not  have  bit¬ 
ter  attitudes.” 


The  most  common  honor  code  viola¬ 
tions  are  hair  for  men  and  jeans  for 
women,  according  to  Dye. 

“  We  learn  of  violations  through 
referrals  from  students,  faculty  mem¬ 
bers,  housing  and  other  parts  of  the  un¬ 
iversity,”  Dye  said.  Upon  receiving  a 
referral,  University  Standards  sends 
the  person  a  letter  requesting  a  visit  to 
the  office.  Then  the  individual  dis¬ 
cusses  the  matter  with  either  Dye  or 
Elwin  Pulsipher,,  another  counselor. 

The  importance  of  dress  and  groom¬ 
ing  at  BYU  is  great  because  of  the 
reputation  of  the  church  and  the  school, 
according  to  Dye.  “We  are  concerned 
with  our  image.  We  are  selling  the  most 
important  product  in  the  world,  the 
gospel.” 

He  said  he  was  surprised  with  the 
policy  change  which  allowed  women  to 
wear  pants.  He  feels  that  femininity  is 
the  key  in  determining  what  women 
should  be  allowed  to  wear. 

Dye  said  that  while  it  is  essential  that 
women  dress  modestly,  men  should  be 
certain  that  they  do  not  offend  women 
in  their  mode  of  dress.  He  emphasized 
that  men,  too,  can  look  indecent.

Over  the  past  few  months,  apparent  misunderstandings  have  arisen 
between  student  government  and  The  Daily  Universe.

However,  in  the  end,  student  government  withheld  its  statement. 

Pres.  Sloat  declined  comment  on  the  matter. 

In  an  attempt  to  be  fair,  the  Universe  again  invites  student  govern¬ 
ment  to  share  its  grievances  with  the  students  through  the  Universe. 

The  offer  is  again  made  under  the  same  terms.  The  article  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  a  go-between,  and  will  not  be  subject  to  revision  by  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  The  Daily  Universe  staff. 

The  Daily  Universe  sincerely  hopes  a  favorable  response  will  be 
forthcoming  from  student  government.

He  may  elect  to  serve  all  his  time  at 
once  or  for  several  months  a  year.  Peo¬ 
ple  with  physical  handicaps  fulfill  their 
duties  as  plausibly  and  productively  as 
possible. 

In  the  past,  America  has  seen  the 
Selective  Service,  the  famous  fishbowl 
draft  and  a  volunteer  army.  Each  has 
its  strong  and  weak  points.  But  the  only 
truly  equitable  system  is  a  universal 
draft-  it  should  at  least  be  tried.
